Hartnell College Board of Trustees unanimous- 
ly accepted the low bid by Tombleson, Inc., one of 
four bidders, at their last meeting: The bid was 


»$71,600-morethan-estimated by Architect-Jerome-- 


Kasavan. The cost of the new center may create a 
need for a one and half to two cent tax increase. 


College President Gibb Madsen told the 


trustees that the district would probably have to - 


levy an additional one and a half-to two cent per 
assessed valuation tax for the next fiscal year to 
cover the cost of the increase. 


Two permissive tax overrides have been levied 
by the trustees already. In August of 1975, 
trustees approved a $150,000 tax override and in 
February of 1976, they approved a $260,000 
override to cover the increased cost of the 
center. 


The 5,400 square foot building, to be located 
between the: performing arts and technology 
buildings, will be able to handle up to 50 children. 
It will contain a children’s play area, an 
observation room with one-way see-through glass 


and an instructional facilities workshop. 
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of $11,660. Krawiec said the council’s pledge’ 
surpassed the goal. 


Also of great aid were a group of artists from 
around the Monterey Bay Area known as ‘39

ASB constitution change 
passes 166 to 12, 
elections moved to May 


New amendments to the Associated Student 
Body Commission went into effect March 29 at the 
regular ASB Commission meeting. 

The amendments, voted in by the student body 
last week, include changing the Commission’s 
name to Senate, changing the. ASB officers 
spring elections from April to May and the fall 
elections from October to December and also 
giving the ASB president veto power. 

Of 176 voters, 166 cast yes votes and 12 voted 
no. ASB President Allen Scettrini was ‘‘pleased 
with the turnout and the outcome.”’ 

In accordance with the new amendments, the 
Senate is preparing ‘to hold: spring’ elections. for 
president, vice president, spring commissioner of 
activities, and four senators. we 

Qualifications for office are that each candidate 
must have a cumulative grade point average of 2.0 
and shall be enrolled for 9.0 units. The president 
and vice president shall also have completed 
English 101 or be eligible for placement in English 
1A. 

Nominating petitions may be obtained from the 
adviser, Dr. Victor Wm. Willits, dean of student 
personnel. Deadline for filing petitions is the first 
week in May, and each petition must have 50 
nominating signatures from Hartnell students. 
Elections will be held May 7 and 18. 

The legislative aspect of community colleges 
will be the theme for the California Community 
Colleges Student Government Association to be 
held April 16-19 in Sacramento. ASB officers 
Allen Scettrini, Donna Hulbert, Val Winthers, 
Mary Cline, Steve Leininger and Bruno DeBerdt 
will represent Hartnell. 


‘Flame of Life’ statue flickers controversy 
ASB and sculptor disagree on what to call it

It’s been called ‘‘The Flame of Life,’’ ‘‘The 
Burning Flame,”’ and ‘‘That Rusty Thing,’’ but in 
fact, the sculpture which stands in front of Merrill 
Hall is the work of Robert Butterbaugh, Hartnell 
art instructor, and is entitled ‘‘The Symbol of 
Science.’’ 

Butterbaugh was commissioned by the Hartnell 
Associated Student Body (ASB) in 1964 to 
construct the statue in conjunction with the 
construction of the science building. 

Composed of cor-ten steel, the structure cost 
the school $1,500 in 1965 although Butterbaugh 
says he wouldn’t do it now for less than $20,000. 
Cor-ten steel was selected because of its rusty 
appearance and its resistance to deterioration. 

“The Symbol of Science’’ will get a new look 
this spring when Butterbaugh installs a bronze 
plaque, engraved with the name of the statue, his 
name, and credits to the ASB for commissioning 


the statue. The name of the sculpture is causing 
some controversy, however. ; 

In February of 1975, the ASB Senate 
commissioned Butterbaugh to cast. a plaque 
naming it ‘‘The Burning Flame,’’ but Butter- 
baugh contends that the honor of naming the 
sculpture belongs to the artist so he calls it ‘‘The 
Symbol of Science.’ 

The ASB commissioned Butterbaugh for $100 to 
make the plaque but a two year delay has caused 
some concern among the Senate. Four ASB 
presidents have tried to get the plaque. completed 
but Butterbaugh is confident that the plaque will 
be cast this spring and be completed by the end of 
the semester. He explained that last year he was 
ona sabbatical leave and this fall the foundry was 
not working because of the construction of the new 
Visual Arts Facility. f 

So, if you’ve got a name to call the art creation, 
go-ahead, everyone else has.

Sugar and spice isn’t always nice 
Rats get cancer, dieters get trouble

No diet drinks, sugarless gum not even your 
favorite toothpaste. 5 

That’s the prospect if the Federal Drug 
Administration’s (FDA) ban on saccharin goes 
into effect. 

All because some rats — rodents that is — 
developed cancer in their bladders after being fed 
the saccharin-equivalent of 1,000 cans a day of 
diet drink. 

Today many people wonder if the cancer isn’t 
within the FDA. After all, how could it ban a sugar 
substitute which keeps Americans slim and lets 
diabetics be a part of the Pepsi generation? 

FDA had no‘choice but to ban saccharin ° 

The FDA had no choice. It was only obeying the 
law — specifically the 1958 Delaney clause of the 
Food and Drug Act which says ‘‘no (food) additive 
shall be deemed to be safe if it is found...to induce 
cancer in man or animal.’ 

Consequently, while calorie-counting people 
stockpile the sweetner and manufacturers work 
weekends producing it, Congressmen are being 
pressured to introduce bills that would modify the 
Delaney clause. 

Congressman James G. Martin (R-N.C.) 
introduced a bill that would give the secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, who oversees the 
FDA, authority to decide whether the public 
benefits outweigh the public risk. 

Label saccharin same as cigarettes? 

Saccharin advocates argue that: 

Olsaccharin as with cigarettes should be 
permitted to remain on the market — but labeled 
as dangerous to your health. 

Cithe saccharin equivalent of 1,000 diet soda 
daily seems ridiculous. At those doses almost 
anything will cause cancer. 

Scientists say not everything causes cancer 

But scientists disagree. A researcher quoted in 
the Los. Angeles times said ‘‘most chemicals 
tested at these high doses (referring to Canadian 
tests) turn out not to be carcinogenic (cancer 
causing).”’ %- 
High doses increase risk but don’t eliminate it; 

High doses are used to’increase the cancer risk 
within the experiment because of the limited 
number of rats tested. 

The higher the dose, the higher the risk. 
However, even drinking one can of diet drink a 
day carries some threat of cancer. 

There may also be.a cumulative effect to 
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consider. The number of years a person is exposed 
to a cancer causing agent may be just as 
significant as the size dose. 

Not the first time FDA wanted to ban saccharin 

This is not the first time the FDA has 
considered banning saccharin. In 1971 and 1973 
American experiments showed that large doses of 
saccharin caused cancer in rats. But a contam- 
inant in the experiments (OTS) raised the 
question: did OTS cause the cancer? Because no 
one knew for sure, the FDA permitted saccharin to 
remain on the market. 

Contrary to what many believe the FDA often 
permits additives to be marketed until they are 
‘proved unsafe’ rather than banning-them until 
they are proved safe. 

Canadian tests ruled out OTS as carcinogen 

But the Canadian tests — upon which the FDA 
based the saccharin ban — ‘appeared to rule out 
OTS as a carcinogen and raised another question: 
can the risks of bladder cancer be increased by the 
exposure to saccharin-before birth? 

In the Canadian tests, the second generation 
rats (rats exposed to saccharin before birth) had 
the largest number of tumors. 

Children run higher risk of cancer 

This suggests that children-whose parents used 
saccharin rum a much higher risk of having 
bladder cancer in later life. 

But can rat cancer be compared to human 
cancer? ’ 

Opponents to the saccharin ban point out that a 
more ‘‘relevant study’’ — a survey of over 20,000 
people — have shown no indication to date of 
more bladder cancer in those who use saccharin 
than in those who don’t. 

However, since saccharin has only been in 
use in the United States since the 1940s the study 


‘does not take into account the second generation 


users, the persons who.are not 30 years old. Since 
bladder cancer strikes mainly men in their-50s and 
60s, it could be another 15 years before a 
significant rise in bladder cancer could be 
detected. 

The higher cancer risk for persons exposed to 
carcinogens since conception is not a new 
phenomenon. } : 

In the late 1950s, women who tended to have 
miscarriages were given a synthetic hormone 
called diethylstilbesterol (DES) as a preventative 
medication. However, it wasn’t until the children 
— who were exposed to DES in the womb — 
reached puberty that doctors found out that DES 
caused cervical cancer. Tragically many young 
girls died. 

‘How then can we 


expect scientists to 
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Looks, pours, measures and tastes just like sugar, 
and gives cancer to rats too, or so says the FDA. 
Sugar Twin and other sugar substitutes containing 
saccharin face short lives on the grocery shelves if 
the FDA ruling goes into effect. me 


conclusively prove that saccharin is safe or 
unsafe? ; 
One out of four Americans will die of cancer 

The American Cancer Society estimates that 
one out of four Americans will die of cancer. Do 
we want to make it one out of three? Americans 
must decide what risks —for themselves and their 
offsprings — they want to take. 

Perhaps for the diabetic or the obese person 
saccharin can be their only sweetner. But if the 
Delaney clause were amended, how would 
saccharin be controlled? Imagine purchasing diet 
mayonnaise with a prescription. 

Finally, some scientists believe that a cancer 
cure may never be found. They believe the only 
way to prevent cancer will be to limit the amount 
of carcinogens to which we’ re exposed. 

If this proves true, then there may come a time 
when we will view the cancer rate in the same way 
economists view the unemployment rate: At what 
point is it acceptable? 
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The Panther Sentinel recently conducted 
‘‘man-on-the-campus’’ interviews on whether 
the Hartnell Associated Student Body (ASB) 
should be disbanded. Of the 21-persons polled, 
the majority felt that the ASB should not be 
dissolved. The following are some of the.

REO SPEEDWAGON .— ‘’You.Get What You 
Play For’’ (Epic E 34495/E 34496) 


This live double album is my first really_ good 
taste of REO, and | get two distinct impressions of 
them. One, they seem like a 400 horsepower 

engine without a car — plenty of power, but no 
way to use it. With the right tunes they could be 
an excellent hard rock band: 


Two, they’re suffering from an identity crisis. 
Several of the cuts have an early Grand Funk 
sound, there are bits and pieces of Bad Company, 
and two tracks could easily be mistaken for Lynyrd 
Skynyrd. With Skynyrd the identity crisis ends, 
but somebody forgot to tell them. 


REO is at their best on this album with country 
rock. ‘‘Little Queenie,’’ a Chuck Berry product, 
and ‘157 Riverside Ave.’’ are two of the best 


-““Y’all-get-down-and-boogie’’ tunes this ‘side of 


Skynyrd, Charlie Daniels, or the Flying Burrito 
Brothers. 


One other track commands attention, ‘‘Ridin’ 
The Storm Out,’’ for its absolutely superb Moog 
work done by Neal Doughty. This is one of the 
Grand Funk style tunes, and that similarity may 
be due to the fact that lead vocalist Kevin Cronin 
sounds remarkably like Mark Farner. 


The major drawback to this album is the 
engineering. Granted, it’s harder to mix and 
master a live album than a studio recording, but it 
could still be much better. Ironically, lead 
guitarist Gary Richrath shares in the mixing 
chores, and on one track called ‘‘Gary’s Guitar 
Solo,’’ which is exactly that, the volume has to be 
cranked up so high that the resulting distortion 
ruins the quality of the guitar work. Maybe 
Richrath has a self-defeat complex.

Cal Poly warns transfer students: 
‘We’re turning them away’ 


By Jerome Tovey 
Any student intending to transfer to 
California Polytechnic State University (Cal 
Poly) should register early as it is among the 
first in the California State University and 
College system to close admissions because 


In a “‘president’s message,’’ which 
appeared in the magazine Cal Poly Today, 
College President Robert E. Kennedy 
remarked, ‘‘We are turning away these 
students because we simply do not have the 
necessary instructional facilities to accom- 
modate them.’’ 

For the current registration period, 4,000 
students have been given space reservations 
with an equal number expected to be turned 
away. 

Cal Poly has facilities for some 14,200 
students with plans to expand to accom- 
modate an additional 800 by, the 1982-3 
school year. 

The current library facilities, however, are 
capable of handling only 6,000 students. 

An effort is being made to persuade Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. and the state 
legislature to include an $11.5 million dollar 
addition to the state budget for building a 
new library. 

The system of space reservation was 


- of lack of space. 


_ initiated when the entire state university and 


college system was receiving more applica- 
tions than it was able to accept. : 

Although reservations are given. on a 
random basis, California veterans discharg- 
ed within the past four years have top 
priority, while non-resident applicants have 
the lowest. Additional consideration is also 
given to minorities, the disadvantaged and 
hardship cases. 

According to Kenneth Holback, assistant 
director of admissions at:Hartnell, Cal Poly is 
so popular with Hartnell transfers because it 
is close, it offers many fine vocational 
programs and, presumably, many like San 
Luis Obispo. 

Holback advises students considering Cal 
Poly to make alternate choices and to 
consider following the path taken by many 
others not accepted the first time — a 
student enrolling and accepted for summer 
school, (generally more space is available) is 
automatically given a space reservation the 
following fall semester if they so desire. 

President Kennedy, in his message went 
on to say, “‘It is important that we do not 
discourage qualified students from applying 
to Cal Poly in the future...even now, our 
accomodation of current students forces us to 
over-utilize the available teaching facilities 
by as much as 20 per cent above state 
standards.’’ :

(having to do with efficiency of -air 
circulation.) 

Although many of the future 
tenants have not so muchas set foot 
in the door, Business Manager Paul 
Petersen commented, ‘‘we have 
already outgrown the building.”’ 


The old administration building, a 
1937. Civilian Conservation Corps 
project has been pronounced unsafe 
by the fire marshall, who told 
President Madsen ‘‘off the record’’ 
that a. fire could conceivably race. 
through the building’s attic ‘‘like a 
hurricane.’ 


The main hall will be closed for 
one week during the move. Then, the 
old buildings will be demolished and 
landscaping will begin.
